Vi har netop modtat to nummer av 
“For Fattig og Rik,” dateret 9de og 
16de juni. Det tok over to maaneder 
at komme hit. Der er ikke noen kri- 
tik over stillingen slik som den er, 
men de indeholder en del oplysninger 
om det kristelige arbeide, og vi vil 
derfor gjengi en artikkel av Johannes 
Wisløff, sekretær for Det norsk lu¬ 
therske Indremissionsselskap. 

Et lite rundskue over Indremissio- 
nens stilling nu. 

Det vil nok interessere vore lesere 
at faa en kort oversikt over indremis- 
sionens stilling utover landet nu ef- 
ter krigsutbruddet.

Are You Using Tracts? 

A Greeting from our Book Mission. 

We of the Lutheran Church in 
America have not been much ac- 
customed to giving and receiving 
tracts. This kind of missionary work, 
generally speaking, has been left in 
the hands of the reformed churches. 

Why have the Lutherans in Amer¬ 
ica been so slow in using the tract 
as a means of work in the Lord^s 
Service? Different reasons could be 
suggested. The principal one might 
be the lack of faith in that kind of 
work. We have habitually been 
wondering how many people care to 
read these small insignificant pieces 
of paper handed to them. And unless 
read, there can of course be no ade- 
quate results to compensate for all 
the work and expense connected with 
the distribution. 

If we follow the history of tract 
distribution we will find that this 
activity has been dependent upon the 
strength of the spirit of evangeliza- 
tion within the church and on how 
much the need of a spiritual awaken- 
ing made itself felt. Where this fea- 
ture was manifest, the tract also 
came into use. 

Now we are finding out that the 
tract has a home in our Lutheran 
Church also, and is growing steadily 
in estimation and value. As many 
will know, the American Lutheran 
Publicity Bureau in New York and 
the United Lutheran Publication 
House at Philadelphia, as well as 
other Lutheran agencies, are pub¬ 
lishing tracts. In our own midst we 
have the Lutheran Bible Institute 
and the Lutheran Colportage Society, 
both at Minneapolis. Many good 
tracts can be obtained from these 
sources. 

And our own Lutheran Book Mis¬ 
sion, which started in 1912 with the 
aim of distributing booklets, began 
in 1924 with tract mission work also. 
And the signs are that this branch 
of our work is becoming more and 
more important. So far, we have 101 
different tracts published. 

Sample copies of what we have on 
hand from time to time will be sent 
upon request. But please distinguish 
between tracts and booklets. 

Whenever we speak of the “Mis¬ 
sion of the Printed Word,” let us re- 
member that the tract deserves a 
prominent place. For there is hardly 
any limit to the variety of ways in 
which the tract can be used. 

Are you interested in personal 
work for the spiritual welfare of 
your fellowmen ? Permit me then to 
offer a few suggestions. Do you 
write letters? Or send pa-^Jcages? 
Does scmebody step inside your door 
for a short visit? Do beggars and 
peddlers knock at your door asking 
for help ? Are you desirous of opening 
a spiritual conversation with some- 
body? Do you sometimes visit the 
sick, the suffering, or sorrowing? In 
a larger gathering, do you wish to 
reach as many as possible with a 
greeting from the Jxord? — In all 
these instances, and in many more, 
the tract can perform valuable ser¬ 
vice. To mention just one example: a 
farmer lady was instrumental in 
bringing about amazing results by 
simply placing tracts in butter jars 
delivered to her customers. 

Yes, make use of the tract! With 
prayer and in faith. Your sowing of 
the seed shall not be in vain. You 
shall know that in many, many cases 
a little tract was the means in the 
Lord’s hand to awaken a sinner to 
repentance, to comfort a sorrowing 
soul, a^d to guide a troubled cons- 
cience to peace and joy.

In the Path of Bombs! 

Saturday, May 4th was another un- 

forgettable day.--— . was 

bombed again. And again our upper 
station was spared. On Thursday and 
Friday there were repeated air-raids 
on.towna to the south, and we began 
to fear that our turn would soon 
come. Befcween hine and ten that 
morning it came. 

When the urgent signal came, I 
bolted for the door, the woman ser¬ 
vant and the gardener were already 
in the cave at the back of the com¬ 
pound. Heard the roar of approach- 
ing planes to the south west and soon 
saw twenty-one bombers coming 
down the river. They were not headed 
directly toward us, and with relief I 
watched them go by, dropping one 

bomb on the ___ side of the 

river as they passed. But in a moment 
I realized that more planes were 
coming and as I turned to the west, 
I saw twelve bombers heading directly 
for us only half a mile away. I scur- 
ried for the cave where we knelt to 
pray, fearing that in a moment of 
time we might be hurled into etern- 
ity. The first bomb crashed, and in a 
second we knew we were safe. Then 
a continuous roar of explosions beat 
upon our ears. They were bombing 
the city below us. It was all over in 
a minute. Hearing no more planes, 
and being anxious to get to the scene 
of destruction as quickly as possible, 
I started down the street which was 
full of fleeing, panic-stricken people. 
Hearing that many bombs had drop¬ 
ped along the river front, I turned in 
that directipp. 

It was a sad sight that met my 
eyes. Dead, dying, and injured people 
lying every where! Some on shore, 
some in boats, others in the water. 
Came upon a child with a gaping 
hoie in its head just drawing its last 
breath. His mother was sitting near 
in the water, bleeding, moaning, and 
dazed. Farther on, three more women 
were lying in a group, one dying, the 
other two unconscious and bleeding, 
and doomed to die if help were not 
quickly administered. Still farther on 
more men, women and children,most 
of them in serious condition. Most 
of the relatives and friends who 
happened to be near, were so dazed 
with fear and grief that they could 
do nothirrg to help. A few first-aifi 
workers appeared and began to dress 
the wounds. I got busy and gave a 
hand. Boats were ordered and the 
injured put aboard and sent to the 
hospital. Farther on, I came upon a 
man lying unconscious on a stretcher, 
a church member belonging to the 

--- Mission. He had 

been pulled out of a burning building; 
his foot and leg had been burned to 
the bone. Helped get coolies to carry 
him to the hospital. 

It was already noon so I went 
home, ate a little, and crossed the 
river to the hospital to lend a hand 
there. Already scores of injured were 
lying in the hospital yard; the doctors 
and nurses were busy taking care of 
them. I made a trip twenty li into the 
country on my bike to call the nurses 
at a military hospital to come and 
help. Then back to the hospital again. 
The number of patients now demand- 
ing attention, must have inereased 
to a hundred, at least, by late after- 
noon. In the' hospital the doctors 
were hard at work operating. The 
patients lay waiting their turn, most 
of them still out in the yard. I won- 
der if Jesus ever saw a more heart 
rending sight, or heard more heart- 
rending cries for help. All sorts of 
things had been used to bring them. 
Some sat propped up on chairs, 
others lay on doors, boards, or mats. 
Faces were disSorted with pain; 
groans and cries filled the air. Those 
who had brought them crowded 
around us, weeping and calling on us 
to help this one or that one. Not all, 
however, gave expression to their 
suffering. Some were too weak to say 


anything, others bore the pain in 
silence. Saddest of all it was to see 
young children lying with mangled 
bodies, fathers or mothers or other 
loved ones standing there helpless 
and griefstricken by their sides. Or 
to see young children whose loved 
ones were among the injured, stand¬ 
ing in a stupor of sorrow or pleading 
broken heartedly. Those faces and 
those cries still haunt me. Seeing and 
hearing all this something akin to 
rage rose up in me and still rises. 
Rage against those who contrive 
these hellish weapons, against those 
who seil the metal to make them, 
against those who turn them to such 
a fiendish purpose. And what of the 
righteous God in Heaven? God has 
recorded these sins ard the day of 
reckoning will come. Those who 
spurn His love shall not escape His 
wrath. 

I stayed at the hospital Saturday 
and Sunday. The injured kept stream- 
ing in. By evening of the first day we 

began to receive patients from _ 

...., a village fifteen li down 

river from -__ where we have 

an outstation. This village was vi- 
ciously bombed that same morning. 
The twenty one planes which passed 
us did that job. Half the village was 
wiped out, and nearly a thousand peo¬ 
ple were killed or injured. I went to 
see the place on Tuesday, and the 
scene beggars description. The hos¬ 
pital filled and overflowed. The doc¬ 
tors worked night ard day. Previous- 
ly the mere sight of doctors at work 
in an operating room would sicken 
me. Those two days cured me. I had 
to stand at the table to help hold 
arms or legs being operated on or 
amputated. It was a needful ex- 
perience. More than ever I am moved 
with admiration for missionary doc¬ 
tors and nurses.

Abiding In Christ 

“Abide in me, and I in you. As the 
branch cannot bear fruit of itself, 
except it abide in the vine; so neither 
can ye, except ye abide in me.” 

(John 15:4). 

To abide with Christ is a blessed 
privilege of the child of God, a far 
greater privilege than he deserves. 
But Christ says in this verse that 
the union between Him and believera 
is so intimate that He abides in them, 
and they in Him. 

What does it mean to abide in 
Christ? Does it mean to be dwelling 
in mystical, ecstatic experiences? 
No, it means to be living in the for- 
giveness of sins. As long as we are 
in this life, the greatest of God’s 
blessings in Christ is the forgiveness 
of sins. To be living in the forgiveness 
of sins means that day after day 
a person is looking in humble faith 
to Christ as His only Savior. He is 
then abiding in Christ. 

Jesus gives a simple test whereby 
we can determine whether or not we 
are abiding in Him. If in our lives 
are evidenced the fruit of the Spirit: 
love, joy, peace, long-suffering, kind- 
ness, goodness, faithfulness, meek- 
ness, self-control, then we are abid¬ 
ing in Him. For as the branch can¬ 
not bear fruit if it is severed from 
the vine, so we cannot bear the fruit 
of the Spirit if we are not abiding in 
Christ.
